June .] The House of Representa- 

tives, by a vote of 17 to 9, declare’ it- 
self opposed to the coming here of 
more Americans. Native Hawalians 
voted as one man against opening the 
doors to all comers. They took the 
ground that if Americans came in with- 
out any restrictions, they would soon 
outvote the Hawaiians, and thus the 
natives would lose control of the Legis- 
lature. Fred Beckley, the half-white 
Speaker, argued against the admission 
of Americans, as he said the natives 
would soon be swallowed up in the pop- 
ulation of the mainiand. 

A native named Kaniho made an elo- 


| quent plea for his race, which, he said, 


had been shorn of its power by the 
overthrow of the monarchy. 

The bil] against which these argued 
was one to appropriate money for an 
immigration agent who would adver- 
tise the Territory and attract immi- 
grants from the maifiand. The bill 
was defeated, but it will probably be 
reinstated on a third reading. 

A significant fact in connection with 
this anti-American attitude of the na- 
tive Jegisiators was the presence of 
former Queen Liliuokalant at-the cele- 
bration of Kamehameha Day. She 
came with an escort of 100 mounted 
men and women, all dressed in red. On 
this day was organised the “Order of 
Kamehameha,” a secret political so- 
ciety. limited to voters of Hawatian 
blood. Ex-Queen Lil is said to have 
dropped her neutral attitude and to be 
warmly interested in home-rule suc- 
cess.

OING GOOD WORK. 

“The laborer is worthy of his 
hire.” Not least among the mediums 
that have been contributing to the 
upbuilding of the southwestern part 
of the United States is the National 
Irrigation Association. This organi- 
zation has done a vast amount of 
good work, in distributieg Ifterature 
and educating the people ef the coun- 
try in regard to the great possibilities 
of irrigation. As an illustration of 
this fact, one circular was mailed to 
10,000 manufacturers throughout the 
United States. Another circular was 
mailed to over 20,000 editors in the 
country. During the past session of 
Congress there was mailed from the 
Chicago office over 100,000 letters and 
pieces of printed matter. When the 
President's first message to Congress 
was delivered it was mailed, with a 
copy of an article on national irriga- 
tion, to every editor in the United 
States—22,500 in all. There has also 
been circulated regularly 6000 copies 
of an interesting pamphlet entitiec 
“Irrigation and Home Building.” 

The National Irrigation Association 
is doing good work, and should be 
encouraged by all who have at heart 
the prosperity and progress of the 
country. As was said of Shakespeare, 
its work is “not for a day, but for all 
time.” 


VICTORIA STRIKE REALLY A 
REBELLION. 

State ownership and control of 

public utilities has been carried to a 

greater extreme in Australia than in 


any other country in the world, as is 


well known. Readers of The Times 
will recall the recent strike on the 
government-owned railroads of Vic- 
toria, and the drastic measures which 
were taken by the government, under 
the lead of Premier Irvine, to sup- 
press it. We have already recorded, 
and commented upon, the success of 
the government in putting down 
what was in effect an incipient re- 
bellion. That the strike, under the 
circumstances, was nothing more nor 
less than a _ rebellion against the 
authority and well-being of the gov- 
ernment, is made apparent by the 
comments of Australian and New 
Zealand newspapers uron the affair 
and its outcome. If the railway strike 
had been successful, it would have 
brought the government of the State 
Victoria very close to anarchy. 
Only the rare courage and firmness 
of Premier Irvine and those who fol- 
lowed his lead, it seems, averted that 
calamity. The whole affair serves to 
show one of the dangers which 
ray flow from government owner- 
ship of public utilities under a re. 
puoiican form of government. The 
following interesting and intelligent 
comment on the Victoria etrike and 
its suppression is from the Weekly 
Press of Christ Church. New Zea- 
land, of date, May 27, 1903. 
“The \.ctorian railway strike hav- 


is to make any future rebellion by 
government employés against the 
State extremely improbable, having 
passed, there is little use In speculat- 
ing as to what might have happened 
had the men gained the day. Yet 
there is one feature of the brief 
struggle to which the ‘Age’ drew at- 
tention, and which it is well should 
be borne in mind by the advocates of 
general State control. If the strike 
had proved successful, and the serv- 
ants. ef the public had become its 
masters, State control of the public 
services would have been made a 
mere idle name. If the railway serv- 
ants were to be allowed to strike for 
what they considered their rights in 
respect, they could strike for 
others, such as an increase in pay. 
and the convenience of the traveling 
public and the operations of business 
houses would be at the mercy of dis- 
satisfied railway bands If the rail- 
Way men could strike, there would 
be nothing to prevent the police doing 
the same, if a sufficient number felt 
aggrieved at their treatment, and the 
helpless community would be handed 
over to the mercy of the criminal 
classes The post and telegraph of- 
ficers might go out on strike, and 
clog the commerce of the country; 
even the State school teachers might 
‘hang up’ the education of the chil- 


dren for an indefinite time by the, 


same course of action. It sounds 
absurd and improbable in the extreme, 
yet it is only the logical sequence 
of any argument that the employés 
of the State stand on the same foot- 
ing as do the employés of private 
firms. If this were admitted, the 
death-knell of State control of any 
enterprise affecting the comfort and 
well-bein.; of the whole community 
would be sounded, and we should be 
on the borders of revolution and an- 
archy. The attitude adopted by Mr. 
Irvine. the Premier of Victoria, may 
have appeared to rome to be uncom- 
promising, bu’ he acted throughout 
on the conviction that he was not 
dealing with a strike arising Sut of 
a trade dispute. but with flat rebellion 
against the authority of the State by 
a number of ite servants, and For. 
derly government was to be upheld, 


trying to save 


the tide of defeat, 


acting as he did, and as perhaps no 
other Premier in Australia would 
have had the courage to act, he saved 
the situation, and placed the State 
more firmly than ever in the position 
of supreme authority, from which the 
strikers had endeavored to drag it. 
In these colonies, of course, the State 
is only another name for the ‘will 
of the people.” In other words, Mr. 
Irvine rescured democracy from the 
most deadly attack that has yet been 
leveled against it in these Southern 
lands. Meanwhile, the 
strikers bave furnished the strongest 
argument that has yet been adduced 
against the further extension of the 
principio of State control to indus- 
trial undertaking. It is evidents that 
we have only to create a sufficient 
number of State ‘servants’ to con- 
stitute them in effect our masters, 
whether we like it or not.”

Americans are a nation of spend- 
thrifts. The resources of this coun- 
try are so vast, and until recently so 
apparently inexhaustible. 
have not yet learned the value of 
thrift. Our pudlie lands, our forests, 
and our wild game have been handled 
with the recklessness and wasteful- 
ness of a gambler. Of late, it is pleas- 
ing to note that there have appeared 
indications of a change in this direc- 
tion. There is a strong movement on 
foot th preserve the forests, and a 
movement to preserve our 
decreasing wild game is now gaining 


States. President Roosevelt 
message of November, 1901, said: 
“Certain of the forest reserves 
should also be made preserves for the 
wild forest creatures. . In 
cases where natural conditions have 
been restored for a few years vegeta- 
tion bas again carpeted the groun 
birds and deer are coming beck an 
hundreds of persons, especially from 
the immédiate neighborhood, come 
each summer to enjoy the privilege of 
camping. Some at least of the forest 
reserves should afford perpetual pro- 
tection for the native fauna and flora, 
safe havens of refuge to our rapidly 
diminishing wild animals of the larger 
kinds, and free camping grounds for 
the ever increasing numbers of men 
and women who have learned to find 
rest, health and recreation 
splendid forests and flower-clad mead- 


It is within the recollection of 
those who have not passed middie age 
that millions of buffalo might 
seen upon the great western plains. 
Today, it is said that the only buffalo 
herd left in the world is one of about 
500, near Great Slave Lake, in Brit- 
ish Columbia. The elk have been exter- 
minated, with the exception of a herd 
in and around the Yellowstone Park 
and in Kern county. Los Angeles has 
an opportunity to secure a hundred 
of these noble animals for Griffith 
Park, if proper arrangements are 
made to care for them. The mountain 
sheep has become, with the antelope. 


There are still a few deer in the 
San Jarinto Mountains and a few 
other rough sections of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, but with California's open 
season, now nearly four months of the 
year, it would not take more than a few 
years for our sportemen to have killed 
the last deer. In order to meet this 
condition of affairs, the Riverside Su. 
pervisors have adopted an ordinance. 
limiting the open season to six weeks. 
that is. from the fret of August to 
the fifteenth of September. Possibly, 
the Supervisors of that county may 
pass an ordinance nest year prohib- 
iting the killing of deer, absolutely. 
for five years. The result would be

“Speaking of floods,” said Capt. 0.

CAUGHT ALL THE THIEVES. 


Third Man Implicated in Webster 
Diamond Robbery Captured by Chicago 
Police and Made Confession. 

The third man, who is supposed to 
have been implicated in the theft of.

Vaughn bid 14% cents a pound, or a 
shade lower than their former bid, while 
the Sun company proposed to furnish 
it for 50 cents a pound, as compared 
with a bid of 16 9-10 cents made by the 
same company a month ago. For vac- 
cine the Sun company wanted $1 a case 
as compared with 55 cents a case at the 
time of their last bid. The Off & 
Vaughn company bid 37 cents a cage, 
a figure identical with their former bid. 

For making prescriptions the Sun 
company wanted 50 cents, as compared 
with 23 cents a month ago, while Off & 
Vaughn offered them for 15 cents apiece. 
Gauze was offered for 10 cents a yard 
by the Sun company and for 2%½ cents 
by Off & Vaughn. The former bid of 
the Sun company for gauze was 3 6-15 
cents a yard. Carbolic acid was of- 
fered by the Sun company for 30 cents 
a pound, and by Off 4 Vaughn for 14 
cents. 

On the other hand, the Sun company 
agreed to furnish aloes for 2 cents a 
pound instead of 50 cents a pound, as 
asked in their former bid.
